The plane burst into flames as it 
truck. Bayles’ body, wrapped in 
his overcoat, was found several 
feet from the wreckage, a column 
of smoke rising from his clothing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—A court 
decided today the Senate had no* 
right to change its minds after con¢’ 
firming the nomination of George 
Otis Smith of Maine as chairman 
of the Power Commission. 

In upholding Smith's right to the 
office, Justice-Gordon in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court 
gave President Hoover the victory 
in the first judicial test of the case, 

Before the suit is over, it is ex- 

pected to clarify the Senate's pow< 
er to reconsider a presidential ap- 
pointment after voting to approve 
it. Senator Walsh (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, leader of the Smith opposi- 
tion, said the case would be taken 
te a higher court. 
_. Justice Peyton Gordon ruled 
the circumstances Smith 
could not be removed except by a 
presidential order. 

The circumstances were as fol- 
lows: 

Smith was appointed to the of- 
fice by President Hoover. He was 
confirmed, with other commission 
 edetibes by the Senate just before 
the Christmas recess. During the 
holidays the new commission reor- 
ganized the personnel of the old 
commission and dismissed several 
employes. 

Senator Walsh asked for a re- 
consideration of the nominations 
on the grounds that the Senate had 
such a right ander a rule allowing 
reconsideration on the next legaf 
day of the Senate meeting. The 
next legal day was the first day af- 
ter the holidays and upon Walsh's 
motion the Senate asked President 
Hoover to send back the nomina- 
tions. During the recess, Presi- 
dent Hoover had issued Smith's 
commission. He refused to return 
it or those of the other members 
under fire. 

The Senate reconsidered the 
nomirations, anyway and recon- 
firmed all but Smith's. The Ben- 
ate then employed John W. Davis, 
former Democratic presidential 
nominee, as counsel and instituted 
suit te oust Smith from office. 
Justice Gordon said it would be 
illogical to construe the Senate's 
message to the President inform- 
ing him it approved Smith's nomi- 


nation “merely as a message of 
encouragement.” He says: 
“Constitutional theory. pariia- 


mentary usage, Senate rules, prece- 
dents and considerations of prac- 
tice and procedure alike lead to the 
conclusion in the instant case that 
when the Senate in conformity with 
its own rules unanimously ordered 
notice of consent to be sent to the 
President, it once and for all sur- 
rendered its control of the matter 
and its rights te reconsideration 
and left the executive free to make 
a constitutional appoint ment.”

TOKIO, Dec. 6 (Sunday). — A 
Rengo dispatch from Mukden to- 
day said there was an unconfirmed 
report from a Chinese source at 
Peiping that Gen. Honjo, Japa- 
nese commander in Manchuria, had 
served final notice on Chang 
Hsueh-liang to withdraw his 
Chinese troops west of Chinchow 
immediately. 

There was no confirmation of 
such an ultimatum at the Japa- 
nese War Office. 

' ‘© Mukden dispatch said the 
deposed Governor of Manchuria 
had been warned to withdraw his 
troops on the ground that mass- 
ing of Chinese east of Chinchow 
signified an aggressive attitude 
against the Japanese. 

The dispatch appeared to have 
been censored and several  sen- 
tences deleted, which was taken 
here as an indication that it had 
been referred to military headquar- 
ters for approval before it was 
forwarded to Tokio. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 5.—China will not 
evacuate Chinchow, but will ‘fight 
and die there if necessary,” Dr. 
Alfred Sze, Chinese delegate to 
the Council of the League of Na- 
tions, told Council leaders today. 

After he had made this state- 
ment Dr. Sze conferred with Am- 
bassador Charles G. Dawes for 
the purpose of determining the at- 
titude the United States Govern- 
ment would take should Japan oc- 
cupy Chinchow. What Dawes told 
him was not made public. 

Meanwhile Nobumi Ito, legal 
expert of Japan’s League delega- 
tion, informed the Council's Draft- 
ing Committee that Tokio was un- 
alterably opposed to intervention 
by a third party, either through a 
commission of inquiry or through 
neutral observers, in the Manchu- 
rian conflict. 

Deadlock Continues. 

The upshot of these interchanges 
was that the deadlock over the 
Far Eastern quarrel seemed iight- 
er than ever. 

Dr. Sze, it ‘was understood, re- 
ceived no hope from members of 
the Council that China would be 
assisted in retaining Chinchow. 
The Chinese delegate, it was said, 
was urged to tell Nanking to do 
everything to avoid tYenewed hos- 
tilities, even to withdrawing be- 
hind the Great -Wall. 

Ito was reported to have told 
the Council’s gommittee that Japan 
would not be satisfied until the 
Chinese Army and perhaps even 
the Chinese civil Government, were 
removed from Chinchow and es- 
tablished behind the Great Wall. 

Dr. Sze revealed that at the re- 
quest of President Chiang Kai- 
shek he had withdrawn his resig- 
nation as China’s League spokes- 
man. He explained he submitted 
his resignation under pressure 
from a Chinese group in Paris that 
was dissatisfied with his manage- 
ment of the case of Nanking be- 
fore. the Council. 

Withdraws Resignation. 

A statement issued in his be- 
half said: 

“Certain representatives of the 
Chinese colony in France _ ex- 
pressed at a meeting last night 
their extreme dissatisfaction with 
the weakness of the League, espe- 
cially with the project of a neutral 
zone entailing the withdrawal of 
Chinese troops from their own 
territory, and demanded China’s 
immediate withdrawal from the 
League of Nations. 

“At their request these views 
were forwarded to Nanking by Dr. 
dze.

Foreign Minister Wellington Koo 
Resigns His Post. 

NANKING, China, Dec. 5.—The 
resignations of Dr. Wellington Koo, 
Chinese Foreign Mniister, and Dr. 
Alfred Sze, the nation’s delegate to 
the League of Nations, were sub- 
mitted today. President Chiang 
Kai-shek in a personal interview 
urged Dr. Koo to reconsider, but it 
is thought the Foreign Minister 
will stick by his decision. 

(A Paris dispatch said Dr. Sze 
had agreed to remain as China's 
spokesman on the League of Na- 
tions Council in response to the 
President's request.) 

News of the resignations, which 
had not been expected, gave rise 
to much speculation in Nanking. 

Dr. Koo, a graduate of Columbia 
University and former Minister to 
Washington and London, accepted 
China's Foreign: portfolio Nov. 23. 
He represented China at the Paris 
Peace Conference in 1919 and at 
the Washington Arms Conference 
in 1921.

BORAH IS READY 
FOR SENATE VOTE 
ON WORLD COURT 


Senator, Leading Opposi- 
tion to U. S. Adherence, 
Willing to Have Issue 
Settled. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The 
leader of the fight against the 
World Court, Chairman Borah of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, today announced his will- 
ingness to have a vote taken on the 
issue at this session. ; 

He proposed that the’ Senate de- 
bate and dispose of the question of 
American adherence after “press- 
ing domestic matters are out of the 
way.” He issued a statement de- 
nying printed reports that he 
would seek to defer the whole is- 


sue. 

There is a growing conviction 
among opponents of the court that 
their strength in the Senate is 
gaining. They make no predictions 
yet. Advocates of adherence are 
confident, also. A two-thirds ma- 
jority is necessary for ratification. 

The Senate, five years ago, voted 
overwhelmingly to enter the court 
with reservations. Not allof those 
reservations were accepted by the 
other nations and entry on a new 
basis is now proposed. 

This new arrangement was 
worked out by Elihu Root and rep- 
resentatives of European nations. 
It provides that the United States 
may withdraw from the court, if 
the tribunal without its consent 
should take up some yuestion af- 
fecting American interests. 

One of the original Senate res- 
ervations, to which other nations 
would not agree, provided that, 
without American approval, the 
court could not consider a ques- 
tion in which the United States 
had or claimed an interest. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee will take up the proto- 
col of adherence at an early meet- 
ing and a quick report to the Sen- 
ate is in prospect. There is every 
indication that it will be favora- 
ble. Action by the committee, 
however, before Christmas is un- 
likely. * 

“T have assumed all along,” said 
Senator Borah in his statement, 
“that aS soon as pressing domestic 
matters were out of the way, the 
question of the World Court would 
be taken up and disposed of. I can 
assure you that is entirely agreea- 
bie to me.” 

French Position. 

A French authority tonight out- 
lined his country’s position thus: 

1. Reparations,. as public debts, 
debts, 
and in any case unconditional rep- 
arations amounting to 600,000,000 
marks must be paid first since 
France considers it immoral to let 
war victims be sacrificed to post- 
war speculators. 

2. The purpose of this Advisory 
Committee is to devise a plan. to 
replace the Hoover moratorium, 
and this purpose is a direct result 
of the conversations between Pres- 
ident Hoover and Premier Laval. 

3. The committee's task is clear- 
ly defined in the Young plan and 
it cannot treat with unconditional 
annuities or make recommenda- 
tion relative to private debts. 

4. The French budget situation 
is serious but France will not re- 
fuse to do her part. She proposes 
an increase in payments in kind to 
replace specie payments, suggest- 
ing that this would aid relief of 
German unemployment. 

5. There is a direct relation be- 
tween reparations and inter-allied

Two Members of Gustav C. Papen- 
Encounter 


The home of Gustav C. Papen- 
dick, president of the Papendick 
Bakery Co., at 7070 Washington 
boulevard was robbed of jewelry 
valued at $170 last night by -wo 
burglars, one of whom fled on a 
bicycle when the family returned 
at 7:80 o’clock.

diately called Chief of Police Gerk 
and Chief Gerk reported the mat- 
ter to the Circuit Attorney.” 

Chief Gerk was acquainted with 
the new development in the case in 
a conference in the Post-Dispatch 
office with Levinson, Reese and 
Rogers. From that time on Levin- 
son acted in complete conformity 
with directions on Chief Gerk, with 
the result that four men, including 
Richards, were under arrest in the 
case a few hours after Berg’s re- 
lease, and two others were fugi- 
tives, captured later after a Lin- 
coln County bank holdup. All six 
are now under indictment. 

Continuing his story, Rogers said 
that after the conference with 
Chief Gerk he and Levinson re- 
turned to Levinson’s office. Levin- 
son got Richards on the phone. 

“IT heard him tell Richards that 
Rogers had reported the conver- 
sation and the arrangements were 
saitsfactory. He told Richards to 
see that Berg was not harmed in 
the meantime. Richards then 
asked to talk to me and Levinson 
handed me the phone. 

“Richards then told me he had 
an appointment with Levinson for 
the following morning at 10 
o’clock and asked me to come to 
his office at 9:30. I told him I'd 
be there. I did not Keep the ap- 
pointment, however, under direc- 
tions from my city editor.” 

On cross-examination, Verne 
Lacy, attorney for Richards, at- 
tempted to show that Richards ac- 
tually had been retained as an at- 
torney in Berg’s interest, a point 
upon which the defense apparent- 
ly intends to rely heavily. Rogers 
repeated that he had gone to Rich- 
ards only to arrange:-for a meet- 
ing with Levinson and had no au- 
thority to hire Richards as an at- 
torney. 

In argument for Richards’ ad- 
mission to bail Lacy stressed heav- 
ily the case of Vincenzo Bolero, 
charged with kidnaping Dominick 
di Franco in 1921 and holding him 
for ransom. In that case Lacy, at- 
torney for Bolero, secured his re- 
lease on $20;000 bond on a writ of 
habeas corpus from the Supreme 
Court. 

Lacy testified to the circum- 
stances of the case, which subse- 
quently was tried before Circuit 
Judge Franklin Miller, now the 
Circuit Attorney. Jones H. Park- 
er, then Assistant Circuit Attorney, 
also recalled the case on the wit- 
ness stand. Lacy then argued that 
the precedent set at that time re- 
quired Richards’ release, since the 
cases were parallel. 

After hearing the arguments of 
counsel Judge Ryan took the case 
under advisement with the an- 
nouncement that he would give his 
decision tomorrow. Meanwhile, 
Richards is held prisoner in city 
jail. Also prisoners there are five 
others indicted with Richards. They 


Jj are: 


George Peak, paroled murderer, 
alleged to have picked out Berg as 
a likely subject for the kidnapers; 
Charles Heuer and Edward Bar- 
cume, ex-convicts captured in the 
County bank robbery, 
charged with the actual kidnaping; 
Curtis Medlock, who rented the 
furnished flat at §084A Easton ave- 
nue where Berg was held prisoner, 
and Charles Tucker, 30-year-old 
former juvenile delinquent whom 
the kidnapers hired as a guard at 
the flat. 

At Friday’s session Berg and 
Levinson were the _ State’s wit- 
nesses. Berg repeated the story of 
the kidnaping while Levinson told 
of the negotiations with Richards 
for Berg's release. 

In questioning Levinson, Lacy 
attempted to show, as he tried in 
Rogers’ statement, that Richards 
was hired as a lawyer. Levinson 
declared that that was not correct 
and in response to another ques- 
tion testified that during the nego- 
tiations he had regarded Richards 
as an agent of the kidnapers. 

-Following his first arrest in the 
case, Richards was released on 
$40,000 bond, as was Peak. The 
latter was rearrested after the 
grand jury had returned an indict- 
ment but Richards kept out of the 
reach of the police by advice of 


counsel, and did not appear until 
Friday, when his bond was return- 
able;

Lenz Helped to Teach 


Mrs. Culbertson Bridge 


Tomorrow He Will Start a Six Week’s Con- 
tract Series, System vs. System, With 
Her on Opposing Team. 


By tho Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—‘The el- 
der statesmen” some years ago 
gave a certain young woman 
named Josephine Murphy her first 
lessons in the game of bridzge— 
partly, she thinks, “because they 
thought it would be a good joke to 
make a bridge expert out of a 
woman.” 

Tomorrow night she will start 
on a six weeks’ contract bridge 
match, one woman playing with 
three men, and, if she and her 
partner win, it wil! cost one of her 
teachers, Sidney S. Lenz, $1000. 

Josephine Murphy is now Mrs. 
Ely Culbertson, wife of the blond 
young man who came charging out 
of Russia to upset the bridge tables 
of the United States, and the match 
is to be the Culbertson system of 
contract bridge bidding against the 
Lenz system, with Culbertson wa- 
gering $5000 against $1000 by Lenz. 
Six weeks of play, 150 rubbers, per- 
haps 1000 hands—no quarter asked 
or given. 

Mrs. Culbertson is going to start 
off by giving a dinner party for 25 
guests before she sits down to play. 

“That won't be any bother,’’ she 
said. “I'll arrange everything right 
after I get up in the morning.” 

Mrs. Culbertson—tall and slim, 
with long, slender hands, humor- 
ous Irish eyes, and a red gold boy- 
ish bob—knows how to do a lot of 
things besides playing bridge. 

She js rated the best woman 
player in the world, and her hus- 
band goes even farther than that. 
She is his favorite partner, he says, 
and the only woman worthy of be- 
ing counted among the best 10 
bridge players in the world. 

She was the late Wilbur White- 


head’s assistant, and it was while 
she was working for Whitehead 
that Lenz and some of the other 
experts to whom her husband play- 
fully refers as “the elder states- 
men” taught her to play bridge. 
She met Ely Culbertson, then a dis- 
couraged young Russian emigre, to 
whom the thought of earning his 
living by his favorite pastime had 
never occurred. ‘ 

“You're better than you think 
you are,” she told him, married 
him, and launched him on the 
career which is to reach its peak 
next week in the match of Culbert- 
son & Culbertson vs. Lenz & Ja- 
coby. 

Bridge is Mrs. Ely Culbertson’s 
business. She has taught hun- 
dreds of people how to play the 
game. She has played in so many 
tournaments she cannot remember 
how many. She writes about bridge, 
thinks bridge and lives bridge—pbut 
it is not her favorite pastime. Her 
deepest interest centers in her two 
childen, Ely Bruce Culbertson and 
his sister, Joyce.

And now there are three of the finest children we saw in Cali- 
fornia last summer—Mary, turned 11, Bobby, proud of his round 
five years and Marguerite, Three healthy, normal youngsters in a 
city of “problem” children—problems because their mothers tried to 
compromise on the problem of motherhood and a career.

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OVIE times being what they are, and interesting salary skir- 
mishes being anticipated between many stars and their studios 
as their contracts come up for renewal, the free-lance stars who 
are truly “big time” still are finding little to worry about. 

John Barrymore, the latest example, was not dismayed when 
Warner’s failed to retain him with his $175,000 per picture contract, 
the amount including, of course, his weekly salary during his idle 
periods between films, always charged to the cost of the star’s next 
production. — 

John perhaps smiled inwardly as he cut his salary voluntarily 
by something like $25,000 and at the new figure signed for four pic- 
tures to be made within the next six months at three different stu- 
dios. He smiled because this smaller salary will gross him around 
half a million dollars in half a year, with the rest of the year free, 
if he chooses, to pursue his yachting cruises. 

Clara Bow’s one-picture contract with Sam Rork, the independ- 
ent producer, involves approximately $150,000 when all angles are 
considered, and that is a sum for which, under contract at $3000 a 
week, she would have to work nearly a year. 

Constance Bennett is a Pathe contract star, but during her va- 
cation she earned a like sum in five weeks making “‘Bought,” for 
Warner’s—that famous $30,000 a week salary that caused so much 
com ment. 

In astonishment over such salaries, however, the public seldom 
considers that once the star is paid and the picture completed, the 
studio’s salary obligations are ended. 

In the cast of “Bought,” Connie pocketed her $150,000, and the 
picture went out to justify the expenditure, free from further salary 
charges. 

The producers’ uniform desire and necessity to make good pic- 
tures as inexpensively as possible runs into a snag when huge star 
salaries must be charged to each film in which the star appears. Yet 
movie history is replete with producers’ unsuccessful efforts to over- 
throw the “star system” which makes such salaries possible. 

Faces the public will pay to see are those the studios must 
cherish, and money remains the producers’ most effective cherisher. 
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ETTING back to Mae Marsh and her children—who have not 

been brought up on the cinema lots—brings to mind the fact 

that the movie youngsters, from the stars like Jackie Cooper to 
the little tot playing a bit for a day, still get attention and consid- 
eration that surpasses that accorded to children of wealth, as long 
as they are at the studio. | 

Every studio has a full-time teacher selected by the school board 
and the tutor is equipped to instruct in subjects ranging from kis- 
dergarten to college courses. 

Every child working in films is required to spend three hours 
daily in study—not as much as other children spend in the school 
room, but still, according to results, enough to advance them as rage

With Political Dynamite on Every Side 


Preview of Problems and Forces Lined Up to Solve Them 


A Number of Issues, Some of 
Them the ‘Most Momentous 
of Any Since the War, Con- 
front Political Parties of Al- 
most Equal Strength — As 
Usual, Partisanship Will Play 
Its Part With Voice and Vote.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. 

SSUES of far-reaching importance to the 
| sstion—to its genera] welfare and to the 

pocketbook of each individual—confront 
the Congress whose first regular session wil] 
begin next Monday. Certainly not since the 
war has any Congress assumed its duties in 
circumstances so charged with momentous 
legislative possibilities. 

This is not to say that the outcome of its 
deliberations will at all points be momentous. 
Like all Congresses, it will shunt many is- 
sues to the future, and, because of the po- 
litical factors involved, it will deal with oth- 
ers in a way not calculated to produce abid- 
ing results, Owing to the close division be- 
tween the two parties in both the House and 
the Senate, there is the prospect, moreover, 
of a legislative stalemate on important ques- 
tions, and this prospect is heightened by the 
fact that the House will be under a political 
control antagonistic to the Republican Presi- 
dent. 

Nevertheless, the chance remains that the 
Congress by some of its legislation will ma- 
terially affect the economic and social struc- 
ture of the country. In any event, its de- 
bates will he uncommonly interesting. Any- 
one who follows them closely will see the 
truth of what has often been stated in these 
columns—that nearly all the great questions 
before Congress are concerned ultimately 
with the distribution of wealth. He will see, 
too, that when questions of this kind are up 
for decision, party labels count for very lit- 
tle. The economic views of a Congressman 
are of vastly more significance than his politi- 
cal affiliation and they are also of more sig- 
nificance at the moment, it might be added, 
than what he thinks about prohibition. 
Politics Will Tinge Session. 

The coming session wil] be politically mind- 
ed to an unusual degree, for it will meet on 
the eve of a presidential campaign which the 
Democrats, by all signs, have a genuine 
chance to win, and it will run close up to the 
time of the national nominating conventions. 
This will be the so-called “‘long”’ session of 
Congress, without fixed date of expiration, 
but its adjournment in time to permit the 


|'members to attend the party conventions is 


virtually certain. 

Throughout the session, the thunders of 
partisan oratory from the Harrisons among 
the Democrats and. the Watsons among the 
Republicans will roll without ceasing. In a 
creat deal of what is done and attempted 
on both sides, the political motive will be 
easily discernible. 

There is, in short, political dynamite all 
over the place, and a series of explosions is 
inevitable. ° 

For the first time in 12 years the Demo- 
crats—failing some miraculous intervention 
in aid of their opponents—will control the 
House. By virtue of the upset this week in 
the normally Republican Fifth District of 
New Jersey, they now have 219 votes in the 
House, or five more than the Republicans, 
The Farmer-Labor member from Minnesota, 
Kvale, no longer holds the balance of power. 
Under Democratic control John N. Garner of 
Texas, will be elected Speaker of the House 
to succeed the late Nicholas Longworth. As 
compensation for the large number of com- 
mittee chairmanships destined to go to South- 
ern members, the Democratic floor leader- 
ship will be awarded to the Northern wing of 
the party.

Issues Created by Depression. 

In the Senate the line-up will be 48 Re- 
publicans, 47 Democrats and 1 Farmer-Labor- 
ite. The Republicans are expected to organ- 
ize this branch, though it is possible that Sen- 
ator Moses will be unhorsed as President pro 
tempore and another Republican put in his 
place. The balance of the power in the Sen- 
ate is held by a group of 12 to 14 Progres- 
sives, who constitute, for all practical] legis- 
lative purposes, a third party. Actual con- 
trol of the Senate, as in the last Congress, 
will be in the hands of a coalition whenever 
the Democrats and the Progressives see fit 
to make common causa

Asked recently to name the leading issues 
before the incoming Congress, Senator Walsh 
of Montana, the assistant Democratic leader, 
replied: ‘‘Revenue and unemployment.” 

That is a correct statement. Both these 
issues arise from the great depression, and 


under them can be grouped a multitude of 
contentious questions before the Congress. 
The depression, indeed, will have its effect on 
practically every important thing that the ses- 
sion does. Its shadow will reach into every 
Congressional sitting, every caucus and every 
committee room. 

That phase of the revenue issue which con- 
cerns the taxpayer most intimately is the 
question of how the new tax burden shall be 
distributed. For it is now certain that new 
taxes will be levied. The Government’s defi- 
cit for the last fiscal year was $903,000,000, 
and for the first five months of the present 


fiscal year it has exceeded $840,000,000. It 
is growing every month and every day. The 
Government cannot keep on borrowing’ to 


meet its needs. There is only one alterna- 
tive—increased taxes—and the question, fun- 
damentally, is to what extent these taxes shall 
be taken from the incomes of the very rich. 
The Post-Dispatch has already sufficient- 
ly outlined the differences between the two 
schools of thought on the taxation problem. 
Concrete proposals already advanced include, 
on the one hand, a “broadening” of the tax 
base through sales taxes and perhaps also 
through higher levies in the low income 
brackets, and, on the other hand, a program 
that would confine the increased levies to the 
estate tax and the high brackets of the in- 
come tax. The President’s views on the sub- 
ject, to be given in his annual message to the 
Congress, are awaited with keen interest, 


‘Only Tariff Tinkering Likely. 


Under the general heading of revenue 
comes also the tariff. That there will be 
heavy oratorical firing against the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff bill is certain, but this will not 
necessarily presage any downward revision of 
the rates. it is always to be remembered that 
the Hawley-Smoot bill, while primarily a Re- 
publican party measure, could not have been 
enacted without the aid of Democratic votes. 
A general tariff revision at this time appears 
to be out of the question. The most that 
ean be expected is a series of bills reducing 
specific schedules In combination with the 
Progressives, the Democrats will have the 
power to throw upon the President the onus 
of saying yes or no to various rate-cutting 
measures, and they may elect, if only for po- 
litical purposes, to do this.

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present political situation, with respect to the 
tariff, and that which followed the enactment 
of the Payne-Aldrich law under President 
Taft. This law, it will be recalled, was a 
large factor in producing the upset that gave 
the Democrats control of the House in 1911- 

2 and vested in Republican Insurgents the 
balance of power in the Senate. That is the 
precise condition we have today. 

In 1911-12, the Congress passed numerous 
bills reducing or abolishing duties in the 
Payne-Aldrich Act, and President Taft ve- 
‘oed them. Will this Congress of 20 years 
later attack the Hawley-Smoot bill in the 
same way, and, if it does, will Mr. Hoover 
also follow precedent? These are questions 
with interesting political implications. Mr. 
Taft's defeat for re-election in 1912 is a fac- 
tor, of course, not absent from the calcula- 
tions of those Democrats who would like to 
see the strategy of the sixty-second Congress 
repeated by the seventy-second. 

The unemployment issue will bring out 
numerous measures for immediate relief and 
for mitigation of similar conditions in the 
future. Bills will be introduced for a great 
bond issue, of $2,000,000,000 or more, to fi- 
nance a Federal public works program, and 
other proposals will call for immediate ap- 
propriations from the Federal Treasury to re- 
lieve distress in the present emergency. 


Other Ills, Other Remedies. 

Compulsory unemployment insurance will 
be urged. Senator Wagner of New York will 
ask for repassage of his bill to create a co 
operative Federal-State employment service, 
which the President vetoed last March. Bills 
will be offered to require the Federal Farm 
Board ‘to turn over to the Red Cross the 
wheat it has purchased for stabilization pur- 
poses, this wheat to be converted into flour 
and distributed among the needy. 

During the last Congress the administra- 
tion strongly opposed all measures for direct 
Federal relief, and there is no indication that 
it bas changed its position. The chances are 
that the old fight centering around “Federal 
doles” will: be promptly resumed and will 
cage throughout the session. 

So many other issues will arise that it is 
possible within the limits of this prospectus 
to do hardly more than catalogue them. 

Up for immediate action will be the Hoo- 
ver intergovernmental debt moratorium, our 
share in which requires the suspension of 
war-debt payments to the United States for 
the year beginning July 1, 1931. Advance

Foreign affairs promise to play in this 
Congress a more prominent part than at any 
time since the famous fight over the League’ 
of Nations. Among the matters provocative 
of. extensive debate are the war debts, the 
coming disarmament conference at Geneva, 
Senator Borah’s renewed demand for’ the 
recognition of Soviet Russia and last, but not 
least, the long-standing question of whether 
the United States, as recommended by Presi- 
dent Harding, Coolidge and Hoover, should 
enter the World Court. On December 16, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee is sched- 
uled to take up the question of reporting to 
the Senate the World Court protocols em- 
podying the Root formula for American ad- 
herence. 

A hot battle is in prospect between those 
who would hold down appropriations for the 
Navy and those who, like Senator Hale of 
Maine would vote funds to build it up to 
the full limit permitted by the London treaty. 
This would cost upward of $800,000,000 
spread over a term of four or five years. 


Problems Still to Be Solved. 

The Philippine independence question will 
be agitated pro and con, with the possibility 
of definite action looking to independence. 
Much of the support for the independence 
movement is based not on altruistic grounds, 
but on the desire to make Philippine sugar 
and vegetable oils subject to the American 
tariff. The Hawes-Cutting bill for a binding 
plebiscite on independence at the end of five 
years will be re-introduced. 

The chances are favorable for the adoption 
ef the Norris resolution proposing. to the 
states a constitutional amendment for aboli- 
tion of the lame-duck session. The resolu- 
tion has been repeatedly adopted by the Sen- 
ate by large majorities, and during the last 
Congress it won approval also in the House. 
On the demand of the late Speaker Long- 
worth, however, it was so amended as to be- 
come unacceptable to its author, and as a re- 
sult it died in conference.

New Rules Needed 
To Govern Trade 
Between Nations 


Lloyd George Attributes 
Many of World's Evils To- 
day to Tariff Barriers—Not 
All the Gold of Debtor 
Countries Would Pay One- 
Tenth of What They Owe.

LONDON, Dec. 5. 
HE return to the British Parliament of 
T: Government majority in which Cone 
servative protectionists overwhelmingly 
predominate, makes it almost certain that in 
the very near future Great Britain will aban- 
dgn her traditional policy of Free Trade, to 
embark upon a system of_tariffs and other 
measures for the restriction of imports. Ine 
deed, the rushing through the House of antf- 
dumping provisions before the adjournment 
is a guarantee that the Protectionists mean 
business, and that the Government recognizes 
that fact. 

Such an event will fill up the only gap 
left in the rampart of protective tariffs which 
have in recent years been erected across the 
highway of international trade. 


Since the war we have not only witnessed 
the rapid rise of tariff barriers around the 
various new states into which the Powers of 
Central Europe were broken up; we have ak 
sc seen the existing barriers of other coun- 
tries steadily rising higher and higher. In. 
side the last couple of years there have been 
fresh additions to the tariffs of France and 
the United States, Canada and Australia, 
Within the last few weeks, further tariffs 
have been adopted or propounded in the Ar- 
gentine, Canada, Lithuania, Holland and the 
Irish Free State. 


More and More Restrictions. 


The whole trend of national statecraft 
seems at the momefft*in all countries to. be 
in the direction of fresh imposts and re- 
strictions upon world trade. Hitherto Brit- 
ain has been the one great Power which hag 
stood out against this stream. Now it would 
appear likely that she too will turn and drift 
with the current. 

Whether such a course is wise, in her own 
interest, time will prove; but that it will 
make difficulties for European countries who 
trade largely with us there can be no doubt. 
The Continent is viewing,the prospect of a 
protectionist Britain with undisguised appre- 
hension. It is ominous that the growing 
trust in tariffs elsewhere has coincided with 
a steady increase in the complications and 
problems of international economics, and that 
the world today is suffering from an acute 
trade depression, more marked in industrial 
countries with high tariffs than even in this 
reputedly defenseless land. 


One of these problems, which is a symp- 
tom, and doubtless in some measure a cause 
of the trade depression, is the extraordinary 
tangle of currency and credit, which has con- 
fused all the international exchanges. This 
issue is, of course, closely bound up witb the 
question of gold supplies and gold distribu- 
tion. 

Gold not only serves as a standard of value 
in currency and exchange; it is also a com- 
modity, and the only one which is universal- 
ly immune from the ban of import barriers. 
It alone can be sure of an official welcome 
when sent in payment to a country with 
which other lands may have accounts to set- 
tle. Ia a world where imports of goods are 
being increasingly barred as a means of pay- 
ing bills, gold has had this use strained to 
such an extent that its serviceability for the 
purpose has reached a limit. We are to- 
day faced with .a) situation where the cred< 
itor countries have nearly all the gold, and 
their debtors have no more with which to pay 
them, and the creditors vill not receive payee 
ment in goods. : 


That Concentration of Gold. of 


At the beginning of 1929, the more pros 
perous countries which occupy the position of 
world creditors—the United States, France, 
Great Britain, Belgium, Holland, Switzerland 
and Sweden—held between them 65 per cent 
of the world gold supply. By the begin- 
ning of 1931, they had added some $l 
400,000,000 worth of gold, and now hold 
74.5 per cent of the total. The debtor coun. 
tries had reduced their holdings by some 
$750,000,000, and now hold only 25.5 per cent,

I have solicited the aid of all these 
so-called organizations who are sup- 
posediy assisting men like myself to re- 
habilitate themselves, but all one can 
get from them is a masterpiece in ora- 
tory and meaningless promises. 

Society brands us, whether righteous- 
ly or not. Isn't it only fair for society 
to give us an opportunity to remove that 
stigma after we have paid with prison 
terms by honest application? Is society 
doing its part?

The wild horses are saddled and bridled, ready for 
the show in “Washington. President Hoover, how- 
ever, will not be the ringmaster. The horses will not 
caper to his whip. His position will be more diffi- 
cult in the new Congress than in the Seventy-first. 
Then he could not count on the support of even 
the regular Republicans in the Senate, and there was 
an independent group of progressives who frequently 
joined with the Democrats to hamper or defeat his 
policies. Now he has a Democratic House, with a 
majority of five, and a Senate with a margin of one 
Republican vote, with the Farmer-Labor vote of one, 
and 123 or 14 progressives to reckon with. Having 
been unable to harmonize a Republican Congress, he 
has the practically impossible task of harmonizing a 
divided Congress. 

Congress, however, is faced with a serious condition 
in problems which call for wise action. There never 
was greater need for strong, judicious leadership to 
bring the various elements together on sound meas 
ures, and for greater courage and honesty on the 
part of Congressmen. In addition to the discord be 
tween the President and the Congress, there is poli- 
tics. As the Post-Dispatch has said, it is the curse 
of the country, and, therefore, the curse of govern- 


per every conviction and every action of both the 
President and the Congress. Just as “conscience does 
make cowards of us all,” so politics makés cowards of 
nearly all office holders. There ~re few notable excep 
tions. It is not so hard, therefore, to say what Con- 
gress ought to do as to predict what it will do with 
a presidential election coming on. 

It is not to be expected that Gongress can turn 
the tide of depression. It cannot by any specific 
act start the wheels of industry turning or revive 
business, but it can, by judicious legislation, help. It 
can make up the Government deficit of approximately 
$2,000,000,000 by taxation. It can to some extent re 
lieve unemployment by appropriations for public 
works and, if necessity demands it, by appropriations 
for relief. It can take some of the handicaps from 
business by modifying tariffs, at least where modifi- 
cation would do the most goog, by curbing greedy mo 
nopolistic practice and by broadening the regula- 
tion of interstate commerce, in addition to railroad 
regulation. 

Senator Walsh of Montana declares the big ques- 
tions before Congress are revenue and unemployment. 
We add economy in Government expenditures, which 
have been soaring. But they involve a number of 
problems. Revenue involves increased taxation. How 
shall the taxes be levied? Shall they be increased in 
the lower brackets of income taxation, or in the high- 
er brackets? Protest is made against equalizing the 
unequal distribution of wealth by taxation. That is 
necessary in readjusting our economic system, but in 
the matter of taxation we need only follow the sound 
rule of levying taxation in proportion to the ability 
to pay. The difficulties vanish in the light of this 
maxim. Blood cannot be squeezed out ofa turnip, 
and taxes cannot be collected from those who have 
not the means to pay. The proper rule is to begin 
with those who have a surplus above the actual 
means of living, and to increase in proportion to the 
surplus. A‘revival of nuisance taxes will probably be 
urged. A sales tax, if proposed, ought to be rejected | 
and likely will be. 

The power of Congress is limited in the question of 
upemployment. It can appropriate funds for neces 
sary public works to supply jobs, but that relief is 
limited. It can appropriate money for immediate re- 
lief, as it has done in cases of calamity abroad. If 
private funds are inadequate—they cannot be forced 
out of either rich or poor—and starvation is immi- 
nent, the Government will be under the necessity of 


using the money of all the people to supply the actual |

wants of starving groups. It would not be in the 
form of a permanent dole, but of an emergency meas 
ure. However, we have strong hope that any ap 
proach to s dole will be unnecessary and that the 
people will cise to the emergency of supplying the 
needs of their impoverished neigh*-rs. Fortunately, 
the situation is far better in the rural districts than 
it was last year. Nearly all branches of agriculture 
have had bountiful crops, and the farmers have at 
least food and feed. 

In the matter of economy in Government expendi- 
tures, why not starve some of the bureaus that have 
multiplied enormously within recent yeats? Cut the 
appropriations there and relieve the people of the 
heavy burden of supporting many govérn tal bu- 
reaus of little or no usefulness. Why uld large 
sums be appropriated for the enforcement of one law 
above all other laws? Why should we have a special 
prohibition unit to enforce the prohibition law, which 
so far has proved inefficient, and the law itself the 
mother of corruption and crime? Cut it off, and turn 
the work over directly to the Department of Justice, 
which enforces al] the other laws. The question of re- 
ducing naval appropriations has already occasioned 
uyseemly controversy. Public opinion, we believe, ap 
proves the President’s position for a reduced naval 
budget on the grounds, first, of economy and, second, 
as a gesture toward peace. 

Muscle Shoals should be put to work. Senator Nor. 
ris’ bill for Government operation of the plant offers a 
solution of the problem in the interest of all the peo 
ple, and any bill that is passed should contain guar- 
antees that this great governmental! plant shal] not 
be used for the benefit of the Power Trust, to exploit 
the people. 

Another problem of prime importance is the relief 
of agriculture. The country cannot be on a sound 
basis of prosperity until the farmers are prosperoua. 
So long as manufacturers are subsidized with high 
tariffs and aided otherwise, the farmers, who cannot 
be aided by tariffs, have a right to demand that they 
have legislation which will put them on an equality 
with other industries. The reduction of tariffs will 
help them, but we can only indulge the hope that 
any mode of relief adopted will not be so costly and 
futile as the experiments of the Farm Board. 

There will be a hot debate over foreign affairs. The 
leaders of Congress have agreed to ratify the Presi- 
dent’s moratorium, but undoubtedly the frreconcila- 
bles and the isolationists will indulge in strong criti- 
cism of the President's dip ‘nto reparations and war 
debts and other European entanglements. One thing 
the Senate ought to do, and that is to vote for Amer- 
ican participation in the International Court of Jus 
tice—an American ideal and aim for years. The Root 
formula smooths out the differences between the Unit 
ed States and other nations, and the Senate should 
act promptly in favor of our participation, which has 
been recommended by four Presidents, and we believe 
is favored by a large majority of the people. It is @ 
step forward in civilization. 

Congress need not waste time on the question of 
Philippine independence. Enlightened opinion, free 
from selfish interest, in both the Philippines and the 
United States, concurs in the conviction that to aban- 
don the Philippines now would result in the destruc 
tion of our own great philanthropic experiment there, 
an! disaster to the Philippines. Hasty action, at 


least with regard to this question, should be avoided. | 


There are other problems for consideration, but 
Congress should concentrate on the major problems. 
The best we can hope for in the divisien of Congress 
is that there will be a coalition devoted to the public 
welfare which will unite on sound measures. Surely, 
in this emergency, if ever, both the President and 
Congress should rise above politics. Neither the sons 
of wild jackasses nor the politicasters should control. 


AN EXPERIMENT IN CONSERVATION. 

On two small lakes near Stuttgart, Ark., covering 
a total in dry weather of 150 acres, are concentrated 
something like a million wild ducks. The larger lake 
is within 200 yards of White River. From a distance 
of a half mile or more in the woods, a low-pitched 
roar like the sound of falling water heralds the pres- 
ence of the ducks. In the sunlight the coloring of 
the mallards, which constitute a vast majority of 
the ducks, makes a brilliant and unforgettable picture. 
At nightfall the ducks rise from the two lakes in 
great swarms and go to the nearby rice fields to feed, 
returning in the early morning. 

In other parts of Arkansas’ White River country, 
ducks are scarce. It has been observed, at many 
traditionally fine hunting places, that flocks from the 
north, refusing to heed the call of decoys, fly directly 
to the big rendezvous near Stuttgart. This rendezvous 
is the property of one George Wilcox, a young timber 
farmer, who conceived the idea of forming a duck 
sanctuary some six years ago. His recipe was simple. 
He refused to shoot or to permit shooting on the 
larger of the two lakes, and this year he has refused 
to permit shooting on either lake. Whatever Wilcox’s 
original motive may have been, he now finds his 
place, in a year when drouth has materially reduced 
the number of wild ducks, the Mecca of duckdom. 

Unfortunately, Wilcox has not the means to cope 
v.th the astonishing success he has had in attracting 
ducks. His is the dilemma of the man who seized 
the bull's tajl. That is, he refuses to commercialize 
his sanctuary for hunting purposes, but yet lacks 
funds for its proper upkeep. In the meantime, how- 
ever, he has proved that the wild duck has become 
80 ruthlessly pursued that, in one of the greatest of 
all the duck concentration areas, the White River bot- 
toms, the birds unerringly seek one of the few places 
where they are safe from shotguns. What Wilcox has 
done near Stuttgart could be done at any lake on the 
edge of the rice country, and, unless such refuges 
sre provided In increasing number, the wild duck.

In 
those days, criticism by Europeans was hotly resented 
in the United States. Today, although we have not 
removed all the causes for foreign criticism, we 
have at least learned to take such criticism in good 
grace. We have learned, as E. L. Godkin, Irish-born 
founder of the Nation, remarked when criticised by 
Americans for bis attacks on our shortcomings, that 
justice is justice the world over. 


HOLMES, BRANDEIS AND STONE AGAIN. 


It is no outmoded theory of the relationship be 
tween man and wife which accounts for the dissent 
of Justices Holmes, Brandeis and Stone from the 
majority of the Supreme Court in the Wisconsin in- 
come tax law case, but rather their view of what con- 
stitutes strict adherence to the Constitution. Under 
this law, which the court has now set aside as uncon- 
stitutional, Wisconsin ordered a husband be taxed for 
his wife’s income, presumably on the ground that 
such income makes life easier for him. The dissent 
ing Judges saw the law within the province of the 
states as separate laboratories for governmenta] ex- 
primentation. One of the shortest amendmenis, the 
tenth, is their justification: “The powers not dele 
gated to the United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the states, are reserved to the 
states respectively or to the people.” With that reas- 
oning, many students of constitutional problems agree. 
To uphold a state’s right to enact a law is not to 
approve of the law. This conception of the place of 
the state in the scheme of American government 
leaves a state's destiny largely in its own hands—e 
principle which the founding fathers wisely regarded 
as fundamental.

FOR A PEACE INDUSTRIES BOARD. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AY I say that Charlies G. Ross’ article, 

entitled “The Country’s Plight,”" pub- 

lished in the Sunday Post-Dispatch of 
Nov. 29, is the finest that I have read? It 
is a fair and impartial statement of fact 
that cannot help but interest every serious- 
minded citisen today. The article could 
not help but be of great value because a 
clearer understanding of the general con- 
ditions in the country is in itself a long 
step toward solution. . 

There is one suggestion that has been made 
to deal with present conditions and that has 
not been brought forcibly enough to the 
American public, and this suggestion, in 
the writer’s opinion, has great possibilities. 
Robert S. Brookings several months ago 
suggested that a committee of the nation’s 
greatest business leaders be appointed by 
the President to form a Peace Industries 
Board somewhat along the line of the old 
War Industries Board. The situation that 
faces business today is no less challenging 
chan it was at the outset of the war. On 
such a board we would have to have real 
men, bigger than any political party, unself- 
ish in their interests and inspired with a 
real desire to serve the country. There are 
such men. The Federal Government should 
be représente@d on such a board for any 
help the Federal departments could give, 
but should not seek to dominate the group. 

Business should take the initiative in 
dealing with our present day problems. 
Such a committee could call in any num- 
ber of experts in specialized fields so that 
the committee could have a broad under- 
standing of underiying conditions. Such a 
committee could advise business on proper 
courses to pursue because there is much to 
be gainéd in co-operative action. Today 
any one single company, or even any one 
industry, is hesitant to go forward for fear 
general conditions might not warrant such 
a move. A committee of this type could 
devise new legislation as well as construc- 
tive changes in present laws where they are 
found to be hindering the economic inte- 
rests of the country as a whole. 

I do not presume to feel that such a com- 
mittee would be a panacea for all our trou- 
bles. Jt would be a means of assembling 
the best brains of the country into a work- 
ing Organization and would inspire confi- 
dence on the part of individuals and busi- 
ness leadérs as well.

FAIR DISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
R. ROSS’ article on the unequal] dis- 
tribution of wealth prompts the ques- 
tion: What is a fair distribution of 
wealth? What is the basic economic prin- 
ciple involved? 

Since wealth is the result of four funda- 
mental factors operating jointly and simu!- 
taneously, the output, or wealth produced, 
should be distributed among the four pro- 
ducing factors. 

The incentive that any factor has for 
entering the productive process is the por- 
tion of the output which it receives as com- 
pensation. 

The larger this output, other things being 
equal, the larger the amownt the factor re- 
ceives. 

The best means, then, for increasing the 
cutput is to raise the efficiency of each 
factor. ; 

If each factor is remunerated in propor- 
tion to its efficiency it will have a strong 
and continuing incentive to increase its ef- 
ficiency. Hence, the best condition is at- 
tained when each factor is remunerated 
in proportion to its efficiency. 

Such a distribution of output leads to a 
maximum production of wealth. It is the 
fairest system of distribution that can 
be devised, for it leads to a maximum satis- 
faction.

A word on the safety of flying 
is appropriate. Statistics gathered 
by the Department of Commerce 
show a marked decrease in the ac- 
cident rate for scheduled flying, 
due to well designed planes and en- 
gines, expert, pilots and facilities 
for safety provided by the Govern- 
ment. Of all aviation accidents. 
the greatest number are to planes 
engaged in activities other than 
scheduled operation.

supply. 

In face of these facts, it is not 
surprising that the stability of the 
currency of many countries has be- 
come gravely threatened. They 
have run their gold reserves down 
below the safety mark in their ef- 
forts to meet international obliga- 
tions. Against the tariff frontiers 
of other lands they find it difficult 
or impossible to maintain exports 
of goods which will do more than 
barely pay for their vital imports. 
The pressure of their debts 
menaces the last relics of their fi- 
nancial stability. 

Some of them, like the Central 
European nations, Germany, Aus- 
tria and Hungary, have for years 
been staving off disaster by bor- 
rowing from their creditors the 
means to pay them. Germany has 
in fact been paying all her repara- 
tions out of borrowed money. Her 
net foreign borrowings in the last 
seven years have exceeded her total 
reparations payments for that pe- 
riod by nearly 8,000,000,000 Reich- 
marks. Her long and short term 
loans from United States of America 
and Great Britain alone equal her 
total reparation payments, so that 
America and Great Britain have in 
effect paid Germany's reparations 
to France, Belgium and Italy. 

But that policy could not be car- 
ried on indefinitely. It increased 
the ultimate indebtedness, and 
when it came to an end this sum- 
mer, with the exhaustion of Ger- 
many’s credit, it brought serious 
embarrassment to those who ~had 
made the advances. Our own cri- 
sis in Great Britain was largely the 
outcome of the sudden freezing up 
in Germany of considerable sums

tion and international exchanges. 

There is nothing new about this 
Suggestion. As long ago as 1922 
I arranged a similiar conference at 
Genoa, and if the recommenda- 
tions there made had been carried 
out, we should never have reached 
the present state of chaos. Un- 
fortunately, the world did not then 
realize how vital were these issues. 
Neither the United States nor Rus- 
sia was willing to co-operate, and 
as a result the conference proved 
abortive. 

Let us hope that the next effort 
will be more successful. There can 
be no question that such confer- 
ences are urgently to be desired. 
At present, economic affairs are 
drifting rapidly to disaster, and in 
most countries the prospects for 
the coming winter are very dark. 
Conditions are putting the whole 
fabric of economic civilizc‘ion on 
trial, and unless it can produce 
evidence of intelligent guidance tc 
bring it through the present crisis, 
there is even risk’ that the present 
order may founder. 

Mountains of Debts. 

Moreover, the international trade 
which has t:ken place in past years 
has divided the nations into debtors 
and creditors; the debt of countries 
having, in fact, bought largely from 
such countries as the United States 
and Great Britain on the install- 
ment system—the installments con- 
sisting of their yearly exports of 
goods to their creditors. If now 
international trade is further re- 
stricted, these debtors cannot pay 
up except in gold, and already their 
creditors have most of that. Not 
all the gold possessed by the debtor 
nations would settle a tenth part of 
their liabilities. Unless they ‘are 
allowci to trade freely, their debts, 
public and private, natio .a. and in- 
dustrial, must be written off as a 
total loss. For this reason, what 
the world re..l - needs today, even 
more urgently than a conference 
upon currency and gold distribu- 
tion, is an understanding upon 
world production and exchange of 
commodities. With depression ruin- 
ing their trade, and unemployment 
tramping their streets, the nations 
may be excused for thinking in 
terms of the exclusion of competing 
imports as a means to revive home 
industries. But there is much wis- 
dom in the counsel given by the 
Balfour Committee on Industry and 
Trade, which reported in this coun- 
try some four years ago, and re-

HOW TO SAVE FOR NEW HOMES 


“Cutting Corners” on 


Present Budgets Sug- 
gested as Way to Set Aside $500 
Down Payment. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—Real estate 


dealers have abandoned flam)oy- 
ant slogans of other years to tell 
prospective home purchasers how 
to save the $500 needed for a down 
payment on a small home. 
Believing that thousands of per- 
sons who do not own their own 
homes could do so by “cutting 
corners” on their present budgets, 
the National Association of Heal 
Estate Boards has inaugurated a 


plan calculated to stimulate nec- 
essary savings for new home con- 
struction. 

The campaign is based on figures 
showing the buying habits of 
thousands of families and the fi- 
nancial experience of home owners 
who have achieved their goal by 
means of small but regular savings. 
standards, organized real estate 
dealers hope by this means to 
solve the down payment problem 
which has always retarded home 
building and which has been ac- 
centuated in the last two years by 
economic stress. 

Auto and Radio to Stay. 


“Our plan does not begrudge the 
family the automobile, the -adio 
and the other things so dear to 
their hearts,”’ says Harry S. Kis- 
sell, Springfield, O., president of 
the association. “It only seeks to 
curtail on some expenditures ~ ntil 
funds for home owning are assem- 
bled. 

“For example, the figures we 
have prepared show how certain 
sums can be saved by planning 
appetizing but less expensive meals 
than the unthinking family is ac- 
customed to have. 

“There never, at any time, in our 
greatest prosperity, have been 
enough homes built in America, 
and the trouble is not due to any 
indifference to the home idea. Al- 
most any one would rather have a 
home than live in rented quarters: 

“The trouble has been in getting 
started on the transaction. It has 
been that the bulk of the prospects 
for real estate, building materials, 
labor and service are smal] al- 
aried people who often cannot as- 
semble the necessary down pay- 


repairing rugs, $10; decorating, $30; 
curtains, $4; linens and laundry, 
$25; window cleaning, $6; cloth- 
ing, making own house dresses and 
children’s clothing, and pressing 
and cleaning at home, $75; amuse- 
ments, savings on movies and other 
incidentals, $25; between-meal re- 
freshments, $25; savings by “down 
payment dinners,” $260. 

New Point of View. 


Kissell believes the problem nev- 
er has been met from the pvoint of 
view of the working families on 
whom it is dependent to build these 
new homes and benefit the busi- 
ness world.

“At least this plan is worth try- 
ing. Banker, business man, politi- 
clan and economist alike have de- 
clared repeatedly for the past two 
years that resumption of home con- 
struction would bring new pros- 
perity.”’

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 4.— The 
combined efforts of two scientists 
have made it possible for the first 
time to see with a new and pow- 
erful microscope bacteria which 
cause some 60 communicable dis- 
eases. 
promising ‘‘to lay the basis for 
revolutionary discoveries in bac- 
teriology.” 

One of the men, Royal Raymond 
Rife, left college 14 years ago with 
a desire to experiment and invent. 
In order to find time for his ex- 
periments he obtained work as a 
chauffeur and fitted out a labora- 
tory on the second floor of a ga- 
rage. 

The other scientist, Dr. Arthur 
Isaac Kendall, director of medical 
research at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, discovered what he termed 
“medium K,’’ a substance in which 
it was possibl to cultivate germs 
as they develop in the human 
body. 

In his efforts to filter and isolate 
certain germs, notably typhoid, he 
found they at first appeared in 
“rod” shape. On further filtration 
they disappeared. He thought they 
assumed a smaller form but no 
miscrosope available was powerful 
enough to confirm his belief. 

Dr. Milbank Johnson, prominent 
physician and civic leader of Pasa- 
dena, and a friend of Dr. Kendall, 
knew of his experiments and 
learned Dr. Rife had perfected a 
microscope which magnifies from 
500¢6 to 17,000 diameters. The 
greatest enlargement giving good 


Their work is hailed as 


in animals with infected material 
but the microbes themselves have 
been invisible. 

Dr. Kendall said he hoped the 
Rife microscope would open the 
door to the discovery and com- 
plete study of the filterable or 
hitherto invisible bacteria. 

The entire optical system of the 
Rife microscope is made of quartz, 
instead of glass, which heretofore 
had been used in the lenses and 
illuminating units.

foundation. 

The Express said: 

“The voluntary imprisonment for 
a week of a University of South- 
ern California football player be- 
cause Trojan coaches believed he 
was betraying inside details of his 
team’s play to Notre Dame was 
revealed today. 

The player, falsely accused of 
disloyalty to his school, is Wil- 
liam (Bill) Hawkins, Trojan sub- 
stitute center. 

“An apology from President R. 
B. Von Kleinsmid for actions of 
the coaches toward Hawkins has 
been requested by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas P. Finn of Los 
Angeles. 

“President Von Kleinsmid said 
today he had turned the matter 
ovér to Dr. Willis O. Hunter, di- 
rector of athletes. He declared the 
matter was closed so far as he was 
concerned. 

“So great has been the pressure 
of angry students, alumni and the 
public who knew of the case that 
Head Coach Howard Jones has 
made an apology to the accused 
player before the entire football 
team. 

“Hawkins was accused of dis- 
loyalty Nov. 16, the Monday before 
the Notre Dame game at South 
Bend. He was asked to submit to 
a complete investigation with no 
alternative, his parents said today. 

“Hawkins chose the  investiga- 
tion, which consisted of a complete 
search of his home for ‘papers’ and 
six days in voluntary custody of 
two private detectives in a cottage 
at Topango Canyon.”

It is perhaps fitting that the newest 
generation should create this tribute 
to the first American. Certainly, as 
will be seen from the photographs on 
this page, it has little in common with 
the old type of monument, burdened 
with detailed sculpture of the hero, 
surrounded by Truth, Justice, Wisdom 
and any other virtues that occurred to 
architect or sculptor. Here is the sheer, 
stark beauty of line and light. 


The prize competition for designs 
for the Columbus monument was prob- 
ably the greatest of modern times. It 
cost the Pan-American Union $350,- 
000. There was a first competition 
open to all qualified architects every- 
where. This wasin 1928. There were 
1100 entries, including designs from 
most of the great architects of the 
world. The judges for this first com- 
petition were Eliel Saarinen, the noted

LAFAYETTE, Indiana. 
EASURING the ex- 
act nature of the 
devastating effect 
of storms’ which 
shake the ship at 
sea and the _ sky- 
scraper that tow- 
ers above the build- 
ings about it, two 
engineering profes- 
sors in a laboratory here at Purdue 
University have learned facts of far- 
reaching importance. Their researches 
have shown that the tallest buildings 
are subject to effects worse than the 
direct impact of the wind—that they 
actually can be twisted from floor to 
floor. 

That is a crude but fairly accurate 
picture of what the startling discov- 
ery of Prof. S. C. Hollister and Prof. 
G. W. Haskins means. It would be 
qualified, and qualified again, for 
Hollister and Haskins are not alarm- 
ists. They do not advance a Wells- 
ian sensation of crumbling § tow- 
ers that menace a trembling popula- 
tion of city dwellers. But they have 
discovered certain hitherto unknown 
facts about what happens to the sky- 
scraper in a high wind and, interest- 
ed only inthe facts, they have not hesi- 
tated to put forward their discoveries. 

The modern American city has come 
into being like a gold rush boom camp. 
Real estate values in New York and 
Chicago have soared and soared from 
month to month and the high build- 
ings have kept pace. Science has never 
been able to catch up. For it takes 
time to carry out scientific research, 
and the skyscrapers always had to be 
finished by day after tomorrow. Now, 
in the present business lull, when 
there are few stupendous building 
projects under way, the two engineer- 


ing professors have completed one 
phase of their study and made public 
their first findings. 

The security of the skyscraper, with 
reference to wind velocity, has been 
based upon certain classic computa- 
tions made many years ago. These 
computations were worked out prior 
to and upon completion of the Eiffel 
Tower in Paris, which is approximately 
1000 feet high. These standard coni- 
putations, in use for so many years, 
were based upon what is known as the 
flat-plate test. That is, the force of 
the wind was measured blowing di- 
rectly against a flat surface. 

But within the past two years struc- 
tural engineers have begun to doubt. 
Their towers were mounting literally 
into the clouds. The Empire State 
Building is taller than the Eiffel Tow- 
er. The American skyscraper had be- 
come a flexible cage of steel and con- 
crete. It could sway with the wind to 
a slight degree. It was sufficiently 
flexible to allow for expansion and 
contraction from heat and cold But 
did the wind always blow laterally 
against one or the other of the four 
sides of a perfectly symmetrical build- 
ing? 


HIS was the question that arose 

to trouble more thoughtful en- 

gineers. But it seemed _ that 
there was no one with sufficient ex- 
perience and time to discover the 
answer. Hollister was at this time 
a heghly successful consulting en- 
gineer in Philadelphia. He became 
more and more curious about wind 
efffect. Finally he gave up his 
business to accept a professorship at 
Purdue. One of the chief reasons for 
this move was the fact that he would 
have a chance to carry out certain re- 
search that might give an answer to 
the questions that disturbed him. 

He began work almost at once with 
Haskins, who is professor of aero-dy- 
namics. That was eight months ago. 
In the technical report they are now 
preparing they will say that certain 
kinds of skyscrapers over 30 stories 
in height may be seriously endangered 
by winds of a velocity of 80 miles or 
more. In the future structural en- 
gineers must take into account a whole 
new series of computations to allow 
for twisting. 

A high wind cannot only sway a 
great building backward and forward 
and sideways—which movements are 
allowed for in the design——but also a 
high wind can twist the building 
around its axis. And this is a hither- 
to unknown effect which has never 
been taken into account. Ejighty-mile 
winds are not unknown in many areas 
where the skyscraper has come up. 
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T ypical 
city canyon 
formed by 


skyscrapers. 


Such a wind, Prof. Hollister hastens 
to say, would not blow the building 
over. But it would undoubtedly strain 
it severely. In this ordeal it might 
even shear off some of its outer sur- 
face of stone. The end result would 
probably be more serious for passersby 
in the street than for the occupants of 
the building. But it takes no imagipa- 
tion to see that the latter would’ get 
a pretty serious fright, for it would be 
impossible to wrench a cage of steel 
and concrete 30 to 40 stories in height, 
and not cause something of an up- 
roar. Cracks would appear in the 
interior and exterior walls. But these 
are guesses which do not interest the 
two scientists. 

In Miami, Florida, at least one tall 
building went through such an ordeal, 
according to Prof. Hollister. Just 
what the velocity of the wind was in 
the hurricane there some years ago is 
not known, for the measuring device, 
the anemometer, was destroyed by the 
force of the gale, as it was also in 
great storms at Havana and St. Louis. 
But the effect on the Miami skyscrap- 
er was very similar to the theoretical 
effect worked out by Haskins and 
Hollister. A plumb line dropped from 
the top of the building dangied 
in space at the bottom, as it would 
from the leaning tower of Pisa. The 
building was twisted out of plumb. 

At whatever angle it struck or how- 
ever high its velocity, the wind could 
not twist a building that was a perfect 
cylinder. But it so happens-that there 
are almost no buildings which are per- 
fect cylinders. Most of them are not 
Symmetrical in structure. Nor is there 
any guarantee that the wind will al- 
ways strike square in the middle of 
One side or the other. Even when this 
happens there is some slight twisting. 
The wind rushes around the corners of 
the structure and at both leeward 
sides forms eddies of air. These ed- 
dies exert such suction against the 
Sides of the building as is shown in 
the diagram on this page. In a straight

wind the suction twist is equal on both 
sides and comparatively light. 

But when the wind strikes the 
building obliquely, as seen in the sec- 
ond diagram, then the suction twist 
may be very great, since the wind is 
concentrated on one side and the eddy 
on that side is correspondingly great- 
er. Haskins and Hollister have meas- 
ured this effect in inch-pounds, 
and it is upon the basis of these meas- 
urements that they have built their 
far-reaching conclusions. Since every 
building is different in shape and size, 
it is impossible, of course, to put down 
any rule of thumb for the measure- 
ment of twisting, o~ torque, as the en- 
gineers term it. This torque may 
add to the steel structure an extra 
strain, or load, of 20,000 pounds to 
the square inch. 


HE outer surface of the build- 

ing, the stone and masonry work, 

has a tendency to check this 
twisting. And thus, under present 
methods of construction, a_ building 
consisting largely of steel and glass 
would be more subject to twist- 
ing. For at present all bracing of the 
steel work is done to counteract 
lateral movement. The bracing is 
done at the joints of the columns and 
the crossbeams. It is plain’. that 
in the future the builder must brace 
for this newly discovered strain. An- 
other safety factor is the size of the 
base of the building in relation to the 
height of the supertower. 

Above all, Prof. Hollister doesn't 
want to frighten the city population. 
He thinks city dwellers have too many 
fears as it is.. And he laughs at the 
ridiculous stories that have been cur- 
rent from time to time in New -York 
about the extent of swaying in certain 
Skyscrapers. There was a story that 
one building swayed so far from side 
to side that the elevator to the obser- 
vation platform would never work in 


a high wind, frequently leaving sight- 
seers marooned. The human sense of 


balance is so delicate that swaying of 
a quarter of an inch would probably 
be apparent on top of the Woolworth 
or Empire State towers.

The question arises as to how the two 
professors made their discoveries, with 
no building of more than 10 stories to 
The answer is the wind tun- 
nel in the aero-dynamics laboratory. 

It is a case of the newest science. 
aeronautics, teaching one of the old- 
est, building, a few tricks. 
kins, before he came to Purdue. was a 
Captain in the air corps. 
a wealth of practical experience and, 
like Hollister, the desire for leisure to 


carry out research. 
Together in the 
areo-dynamics liabo- 
ratory they are 
working out new 
laws of construc- 
tion that may even- 
tually alter the ap- 
pearance of the 
modern city. Be- 
cause the airplane 
was not burdened 
with precedent and 
tradition centuries 
old, it could ad- 
vance within a few 
years to the point 
at which it was al- 
most perfectly 
streamlined. Now 
buildings must be 
more nearly stream- 
lined. 

The wind tunnel 
is essentially sim- 
pie, It is a lone, 
Square tube with a 
suction fan at one 
end and a honey- 
comb device to 
straighten out the 
air currents at the 
other. In the mid- 
dle is a long glass 
slide for putting in 
models that are to 
be tested. Models 
similar to the vari- 
ous forms of the 
modern skyscraper were placed in this 
tunnel in such a way as to record ac- 
curately the degree of twisting. <A 
pulley wheel was put on top of the 
model and this was geared by a Ssys- 
tem of pulleys to a weight that rest- 
ed upon a scale which could record 
hundredths of pounds. Taking the 
computations in this way was fairly 
simple. And because it was all done 
so accurately to scale the same ratios 
can be applied to any large building.

In addition Haskins and Hollister 
were able to chart the exact courses of 
the wind currents and the resulting 
eddies. They let the model rest upon 
a cardboard base that had been paint- 
ed with lampblack and kerosene.

careful inspection revealed the 
fact that this improvised rabbit 
hutch was,in fact, one of the 
few fairly complete survivals of 
the earliest forms of English 
marquetry, and before long the 
cabinet, carefully restored, found 
a place as one of the most hon- 
ored pieces in the famous collec- 
tion of Sir George Donaldson. 
In form, this cabinet is close- 


ly related to a Spanish type 
known as a vargueno. It consists 
of a chest opening on the side, 
the lid falling into a horizontal 
position and usable as a desk. 
The interior is filled with a num- 
ber of small drawers, in which 
papers or small objects of a pre- 
cious nature could be kept. Quite 
often handles at either end of 
the outer case of such pieces in- 
dicate their portable character. 
For convenience in use a stand 
was generally provided which in 
the case of this particular exam- 
ple is of a somewhat later date, 
probably about the middle of the 
seventeenth century. 

The un-English form of the 
cabinet itself and its decorative 
treatment would indicate a Con- 
tinental origin, were it not for 
the fact that the inner structure 
of the piece is of English work- 
manship and English wood. 

The piece is particularly re- 
markable for the extreme deli- 
cacy and beauty of the decorative 
inlay. Following foreign models, 
a number of exotic woods have 
been used to form the back- 
ground for the decoration, which 
is based upon the gracefully 
scrolled stems of the gilly flow- 
er, accented and relieved here 
and there by playful designs of 
birds and dogs and rabbits. The 
motif of a plant arising out of 
vase forms and baskets is one 
commonly found in contempo- 
rary Italian design. Surmount- 
ing the vase motifs forming the 
center of the border designs at 
each side of the front are found 


the head and shoulders of a 
woman. The high flaring collar 
and hood-like cap of her costume 
further indicate a date of about 
1550 for the piece. The front 
is held in place by an elaborate 
wrought-iron hasp lock similar in 


form to those found on Spanish 


pieces, but in this case said by 
experts to be of the best English 
workmanship. On the inside 
each drawer is decorated with 
patterns recalling those found on 
the front, the size of the various 
compartments being adjusted to 
make an interesting pattern. The 
structure of these inner divisions 
is of English oak, walnut being 
used for the outer frame in con- 
junction with strips of rosewood. 
A beauty and rarity the cab- 

inet is valuable as mark- 
ing the brief duration of South 
European forms in the early En- 
glish renaissance, a domination 
which, perhaps unfortunately for 
English design, was speedily re- 
placed by influences from Ger- 
many and Flanders when the 
breach with the Church of Rome 
cut off friendly relations with 
the South of Europe. 

The cabinet, as an article of 
furniture used for a variety of 
purposes and made in a variety 
of forms, rarely achieved in En- 
gland the magnificent, almost 
monumental treatment that it 
was given in Italy, Spain and 
elsewhere. In Italy every skill, 
from that of woodcarver to 
painter, was lavished upon it.
